All this talk of Motorola and GE really rekindles a few memories. I agree 
with John in that Motorola was better, especially the 2M rx with the silver 
tuning pipes. I built a repeater for 2M with one of those and a transmitter 
that had a 5894 in the final. That beastie would really work. 

At Tennessee Tech we decided it would be fun to put on a 6M machine slaved 
to our 2M repeater. I found a set of GE progress line strips and we jumpered 
the COS relay and audio lines across the existing 2M control and audio lines 
. This worked very well with lots of local and DX qsos .... we even rerocked 
the small 49MHz Rat Shack FM walkies for use on campus. I eventually had two 
6M receivers running on two separate frequencies .... one was narrowband on 
the normal repeater input and the other was wideband on 52.525 for use with 
mil surplus gear.

Cal Eustaquio (N6KYR) brought up an interesting intellectual topic for us 
to argue about - whether our love of Boatanchors places us in the category 
of modern Luddites. On the whole, I agree with Cal. Many common reasons 
I have heard here would seem to affirm Cal's assertion: you cannot work 
on modern gear like the old tube stuff, the operation of old gear is easy 
to understand, we want to recreate the station of our youth, we want 
equipment that takes skill to operate (CW, vintage receivers), the warm 
and reassuring glow of vacuum tubes, etc. 


Since I work in R&D, my natural tendencies should be highly anti-Luddite, 
but I admit that I too share some of these reasons for a love of 
Boatanchors. But I have other reasons too; these, I hope, will allow me 
to weasel out of the Luddite monicker. 


Like Hank Van Cleef, I prefer "bluecollar" boatanchors. I have absolutely 
no qualms about modifying a piece of equipment to improve its operational 
performance. I like radios like Collins, Drake and some E. F. Johnson 
which were engineering marvels of their day, and even older gear like the 
Command sets and the BC-348 which were turned out like popcorn (but 
demonstrated that mass production could turn out very acceptable radios). 
My special passion is older test equipment like General Radio, 
Hewlett-Packard, Hickok and Tektronix. I outgrew my Heath test equipment 
years ago, and I avoid radios like Conar (although curing the drift in an 
Eico 753 might be fun). I had my fill of simple regenerative rigs back in 
the 1960's. Heck, I avoid radios like Swan, Galaxy, and even many models 
of Hallicrafters and Hammarlund. 


I do like to read old books on radio and electronics, however. I have a 
well-worn Terman at home and many of the MIT Radiation Lab books are 
available from our research library. Reich and Seely have taught me a lot 
about vacuum tubes and tube design. The elegant simplicity of many early 
circuits is deceptive. A lot of engineering went into many designs. And 
ALL the calculations were done by hand or by slip-stick (I still own 
several, all are well-used). It is still difficult for me to imagine 
Schade's analysis of capacitor input filters was done manually (by Fourier 
analysis, I believe). If you really want to get into some math, prove the 
statement from Everitt that with tuned radio-frequency transformers, the 
turns ratio of the transformer has no significance to their operation. 
Those link-coupled output circuits only _SEEM_ simple. 


But even after all of this rationalization, to be perfectly honest --- 

I still LIKE Boatanchors. Maybe I have a little Luddite in me after all. 
I suspect that all of us have more reasons for liking Boatanchors than 
the number of subscribers Jack has on the list. The nice thing is that 
we do share this love without fighting too much among each other! :-) 


Cal, thanks for bringing this topic up. I will be interested to hear 
what everyone else has to say on this too. Perhaps we need a Luddite 
index to sort the posts by! ;-)

Well I guess if we can build our own vacuum tubes, we can make our own meter 
faces! 


There was an article published in Electronics Experimenter's Handbook for 1996, 
"Custom Meter Faces," that describes a way to generate meter faces on a Laser 
Printer. 


Quoting from the article, "Any laser printer that understands HPGL 
(Hewlett-Packard Graphics Language) commands is compatible with the techniques 
presented here." The printer prints the new scale on a laser label which is 
applied to the old meter scale. My LaserJet 4 Plus works fine. 


The program to generate the label is written in Basic and requires some effort 
to change the appearance of the new meter scale, but it can be done. The sample 
meter face in the article is a bettery voltage scale reading from 10 to 15 volts 
DC. I managed to make a suitable face for my Globe King Plate meter after some 
experimentation. The program prints the arc, allows setting the major and minor 
division tick marks, and provides the locating targets for alignment. 


As I said, the program is "minimal" and required some experimentation with fonts 
and line thicknesses to "duplicate" the Globe King meter. It might make a good 
project for someone who likes to make a program from a "concept" and who 
understands plotter lanquages!

Now, we've all been bothered by induced hum, we all know about the cavity 
magnetron and most of us know about the split-anode external-tuned-circuit 
magnetron which preceded it. I think I've found the Granddaddy. I 
translate from the Dutch: 


"Presently in the laboratory a 1000kW transmitting tube of a completely 
new system is being tested, called the magnetron. This consists of a 
cylindrical water-cooled anode, within which is located a filament 

@.4 inches thick, through which an alternating current of 1,800A at 
10,000 cycles is passed; the magnetic field of this cuts the electron 
beam 20,000 times per second, so that in this manner high frequency 
oscillations are produced. The anode voltage is 20,000 Volts and the 
efficiency reaches the high level of 70%."

I sure could use a bit of advice from those who remember how to turn ona 


relay back before you had to put a backwards diode across the coil... 


I lucked-into a Collins KWM-1 with the mobile power supply. It's in fine 
shape, but the OT who owned it had the VOX relay pulled loose and it didn't 
take long to see why. The contacts and actuating lever were all bent out of 
shape...like he'd tried to "adjust" it with a pair of Channelocks! I spent 
about all the patience I had getting the thing to electrically work again 
and thought I was done. Wrong! The relay "tries" to pull in, but doesn't 
make it. I've check the circuit and everything looks OK, and the VOX tube 
plate switches about 150 volts DC when the MOX switch is on. I'm not an 
expert at using tubes as relay drivers, but I think that 10 ma. (150 volts 
across a 14K coil resistance) sounds about right for a plate relay to pull 
in on. 


Can anyone verify this? I hate to go back to torquing on the relay 
mechanism if I don't have to, but I think it just has too much mechanical 
stiffness to operate with the amount of magnetic field that is generated. 

Can the relay by "adjusted"? (I've learned to not mess with screws if I 
don't know what they do...) 


Thanks for any help. Still looking for 516F1 p/s, speaker, etc, and of 
course the goofy power connector used on the KWM-1.

So glad you enjoyed my Motorola adventures. There's almost no one who 
appreciates this particular kind of ba stuff any more. In the olden days, 
say before about 1970 or so, there was *nox VHF FM gear for hams, only 
ex-land/mobile FM stuff. That's what it's called: land-mobile to indicate 
how it was used. 


You had only one choice: convert this equipment to 10m, 6m or 2m FM. And 
for a long time, repeaters were xallx made from this stuff. 


Resistance to FM on VHF by hams was there believe it or not. Some even 
converted (gasp!) the lovely FM tx/rx to AM! What a mess you have to make 
of a radio to do that. 


G.E. and Motorola were about the first (maybe RCA too) to get into narrow 
band (which was 015 KHz then with 40 KHz channel Spacing) FM in about 1940 
on low band VHF, 25-42 MHz in those days, excepting of course 11m {which 
was an amateur band until 1958% and 10 m. 


I believe the first large-area 2-way FM system was built by Motorola in 
about 1941 for Connecticut State Police. 


The FM broadcast band was then 42-50 MHz, TV channel 1 was 50-54, and hams 
had 56-60 MHz; now you know what happend to TV channel 1! 


The receiver, transmitter and power supply came in separate ‘strips' which 
could be installed in both base stations (anything from 6' high floor 
standing racks to table-top consoles) and mobiles (large metal box in 
trunk, early ones with dynamotors, later ones with vibrators, for making 
B+ high voltage--they soaked up huge amounts of current from 6-v car 
battery; remote control head & speaker under car dashboard) . 


The Motorola stuff was IMHO the best, G.E. and R.C.A. 2nd, and then the 
rest, which ran from ok to kind of poor. The good stuff was beautifully 


and ruggedly made. 


Motorola had two lines of hollow-state receivers in the 1950 to 1963 
era--the Sensicon A and a less expensive line called Sensicon G. To tell 
the diff: the A has a large (4x5x2") Permakay filter at one end of the 
chassis; the G had a smaller one at the center of the chassis. Both had 
lots of tubes, about 15-17 each! I prefer the A-line. 


They came in low band (25-54 MHz), high 152-174 MHz, and UHF versions. But 
because the front tuning range was so tight, they came in various ‘splits', 
e.g. for 42-50 MHz. 


I surely don't know where you could get them any more. I got some of mine 
at hamfests & some from an FM outfit in Saddle Brook, NJ--don't remember 
its name (I used to live in NJ & hung out there a bit). They told me that 
a lot of this stuff was sold to South America. 


I vaguely remember some chap in Alaska(?) who collected this stuff via ads 
in QST a few years ago for a museum(?). 


The rx's require power supplies (OEM or roll your own, rx's don't need much 
soup, 6.3 VAC & 150 VDC), speakers, and round (like octal) 11-pin male and 
female connectors. Squelch and volume controls are usually on the chassis 
so you don't need a control head. 


You need documentation too, as they're quite complex and alignment is not 
like for an AM radio (not necessarily ‘tune for a peak'), and it's long 
unavailable. Some have the semi-famous ‘FM Schematic Digest' for Motorolas 
or the original manuals. 


I could copy some of this for you but it's a lot of pages and 
copying/mailing costs will be a bit. 


Believe me, this is a labor of love. You really have to get to know the 
equipment but I learned a lot from it. It's really a bit crazy, isn't it, 
but that's what BA is all about.

That is, the Luddites are those folks who eschew modern 
equipment/lifestyles in favor of more manual or antidiluvean 
methods (probably as a mistrust of technology). Is our pursuit 
BA's pretty much in that realm?

Your assessment of the Luddites is misguided. Luddism was, first and 
foremost, a labor movement. The residents of Nottinghamshire and 
Lancanstershire rose up in opposition to labor conditions akin to the 
coal miners of Appalachia. The laborers who became known as Luddites 
were weavers who lived in houses owned by the textile mill owners. 
They shopped in stores owned by the mill owners. They bought their 
cotton from the owners. They rented their looms, which they used in 
their rented homes, from the owners. And to complete the snare, the 
textile mill owners were the only market for the finished product, 
which was stockings. 


A synopsis of the history: In 1810, prices for food and other basic 
necessities began to climb because of England's war with France. 
Cotton prices also began to rise. The mill owners passed all the 
cost increases onto the weavers. But the mill owners did not pay 
more for the finished stockings. By the time the war with France 
broadened into a war with the US, things were bad for the weavers. 
The sporadic acts of sabotage against the mill owners became more 
frequent. 


The Luddite uprising began when this dismal working situation was 
further beset by two events that put unbearable pressure on the 
weavers, the War of 1812 and the introduction of the four loom 
harness. The War of 1812 sent cotton prices through the roof. 
English mill owners could not buy cheap cotton from the US during the 
war. The owners passed the higher prices onto the weavers. 


At the same time, the mill owners decided to introduce a loom that 
produced four stockings at once. Stockings made on the four 
harness loom had cut selvages that were sewn together, rather 

than the continuous weave that was stronger and more comfortable. 
The owners forced the workers to rent the new four harness looms. 


Then the owners paid less for the newer stockings because the market 
was Slow, the stockings inferior, and the workers were producing 
more. 


Historians note that "collective bargaining by sabotage" had a long 
history in the Midlands of England. The logical target for the 
weaver's "collective bargaining by sabotage" was the new four 
harness looms. The looms were easily accessible and owned by the 
textile mills. 


The riots escalated for months until large bands of weavers following 
a fictious General Ludd were attacking the mill buildings directly. 
Ten thousand troops were sent into the area to quell the rebellion. 


The real story of the Luddites is fascinating. It is a pity that the 
term "Luddite" has been simplified into a simple pejorative akin to 
"insane machine haters." They did not smash the new four harness 
looms because they hated new technology. They smashed the looms 
because they were getting shafted by the mill owners. If anyone 
wants to read more, I can list several books and articles. 


BA enthusiasts are not into Luddism. If the main cause of the 
Luddites had been to protest the degeneration of a worthy product 
into shoddy merchandise, then we'd all be Luddites. I own 
boatanchors, particularly military units, because they are incredibly 
well engineered and well built. JI own them as a protest against all 
the plastic and silicon junk that passes as "equipment" these days.

Good question and I can't really answer it. Someone here probably can, so 
I'll leave the technical merits of matching/not matching to someone else. 


My comments deal strictly with my pragmatic decision to not match tubes. 


My Galaxy V runs 6HF5s that I got as an NOS pair from AES. Not only are 


they not matched, they don't even look alike. One has a relatively dark 
heater, one glows brightly. The internal structure even looks just a bit 
different. They work fine. 


MY SB-200, which runs 572Bs has been used as a test bed for used 572s that 
I've picked up. As a result I have no idea what pair of tubes were in it 
when I got it. No matter. It works fine. 


My GSB-201 runs three 811As with the little fins on the anodes and one 811 
without fins. Probably not a good match, huh? Works fine. 


The HT-37 that drives that GSB-201 runs a mismatched pair of 6146s as does 
my DX-100B. Noooo problems. 


So, with this much experience using rigs that have un-matched (and in some 
cases very different) tubes, I tend to ignore the whole issue. It's 
certainly cheaper that way.

I've had problems with the early Yaesu's (101b's etc) using the 6JS6C sweep 
tubes if they weren't matched. I couldn't neutralize the PA, and they didn't 
last very long. Heck, they didn't last long anyway in my experience. I 
personally don't like that tube and feel it's a bit too light for a serious TX. 


Otherwise, I've compared the performance of different rigs/amplifiers with 
matched 6146's, 572's, and 811's and unmatched tubes... I've never seen any 
difference in performance. I no longer worry about it and run'um if they're 
good tubes. Technically, there probably are some reasons for using these 
tubes in matched sets, but in the real world I've never found the need. 


I think matched sets were more important in sweep tube rigs/amps. I've built 
sweep tube amps with individual bias adjustments and independant plate 
current metering since the tubes were so unpredictable. Matched sets may 


have eliminated the need for this, but then I couldn't run my junk box 


tubes, hehehe.. 


Just my $.02 worth...

Subject: More matched tubes

Jim Heaton asked about matching tubes in a Swan 400. 


I agree with Jim Lockwood's reply that matching tubes is unnecessary in 
nearly all cases. I first ran into this issue with 12JB6 sweep tubes in my 
Drake TR-3 back in the mid 1960's. As I recall there was some razzle-dazzle 
in the equipment manual about how you could send off and buy a matched set 
of three tubes from the factory. I never did. 


I bought the TR-3 from Henry Radio in Pasadena, sans power supply and 
speaker--remember 1/4 down and three months to pay the balance--no finance 
charges? Henry even took my Elmac AF-67 on trade, then I suppose it was 
sent off to the third world. Because I was so broke at that epoch in my 
life, I took the TR-3 home and began construction of a homebrew power supply 
using the power transformer out of an old black and white TV set--remember 
the kind with a 5U4 socket on the top? This power supply led to one of my 
more expensive faux-pas, unfortunately. I was in a hurry to get on the air 
so I used a bridge rectifier circuit which put out 800 volts into a 
capacitor input filter, and about 300 volts off the center tap for the 
receiver and exciter stages. For the bias supply I used a half wave diode 
circuit off one side of the high voltage winding anda voltage divider with 
one fixed resistor and one pot to adjust the bias voltage for the proper 
final amplifier idling current. This was my undoing. 


Everything in the power supply worked just great for a short while until one 
day I came home from work and turned on the radio. About 20 seconds later I 
was treated to a huge puff of smoke coming out of the 12JB6 compartment. An 
inspection revealed that the parasitic suppressor choke resistors had 
smoked. No problem...I put in some new ones, but then the 12JB6's turned 
out to be very flat. 


Back then I lived in a small town in the California desert, and our local 
electronics shop didn't carry 12JB6's, so I just ordered whatever brand the 
supplier in Los Angeles carried and about 15 dollars and 3 days later a new 
set of tubes arrived via UPS. I installed the new tubes and was treated to 
a repeat performance, smoke and all!!! This time, however, I was beginning 
to smell a rat and I was slowly getting smarter. I got out my multimeter 


and measured all the power supply voltages. 


Everything was fine except the grid bias voltage, which was zero. Not good! 
Further inspection revealed that the bias supply was doing just fine, but 
the adjustment was set to one extreme--the ground end of the pot. How did 
this happen? As it turned out, I had built the power supply on a small 
chassis and placed it on the floor under the operating position. I knew my 
1.7 year old boy wasn't strong enough to turn over the chassis and get at 
the 800 volts because of the heavy transformer, but I'd forgotten that he 
could easily reach the bias pot and of course he had turned it back and 
forth a few times--and according to Murphy's law left it in the position 
where it would do the most damage--zero volts. The cure was simple 
enough--order yet another set of unmatched tubes and put an additional fixed 
resistor between the pot and ground so that the negative bias voltage could 
only be reduced to a certain minimum value and no further. The second set 
of replacement tubes worked fine for the next seven years, including many 
RTTY QSO's at about half rated power. Maybe they're still working today 
somewhere! 


Back in the early sixties a gentleman who had worked as a quality control 
engineer in a tube plant explained to me that modern tube assembly lines 
turned out vacuum tubes that were remarkably consistent in all their 
characteristics--within a couple percent--and that all the tubes were tested 
before they were put in the box, and rarely were any rejected. At that time 
I decided that paying extra for matched tubes was putting money in someone 
else's pocket. 


Like Jim Lockwood mentioned in his recent reply, I've used unmatched tubes 
in RF amplifiers, audio amlifiers, and just about everywhere else with good 
results. With 3-500Z tubes in my afterburner, I can tell if they're matched 
by watching the plate color, both at idle and under load. If they're 
equally bright, the tubes are well matched. If you're really worried about 
matching, grab a handful of tubes, get out your tube tester and measure the 
transconductance, write the number on each tube with a grease pencil, then 
choose the ones which are closest. I'll go out on a limb and say that if 
all the tubes are new, they'll be within a very few percent of each other. 


Don't worry, be happy, and keep on transmitting!

The Drake 4-line permeability tuned oscillators do not have a varactor 
diode in them at all. An internal connection to the PTO oscillator, 
however, was brought out to an external pin for the additional of a 
frequency shift keyer. The suggested circuit used a small signal diode to 
shunt an external variable capacitor to ground shifting the PTO slightly. 
A bipolar keying signal was used to either drive the diode into hard 
conduction or to reverse bias it to effectively remove the external 
capacitor. Since the frequency shift characteristics around zero bias on 
the diode were so nonlinear, this circuit could not be used for FM 
transmission.

Gang, 


In the December '95 issue of ER, Walt Hutchens, KJ4KV, provides an excellent 
discussion of the Sideband Engineers SB-34 transceiver, a truly cute bath 
tub toy anchor with three tubes and lots of sand. In his article, Walt 
identifies a serious design problem with the AGC circuit and offers his 
description of an elegant but involved solution. 


His design changes definitely treat the real cause of the problem, but the 
difficulty of implementing his changes led me to look for a simpler "fix" 
that would at least adequately treat the symptoms (if not the problem 
itself). This is a description of what I've done to the SB-34 that followed 
me home two weeks ago. 


In short, the fundamental problem is that the AGC sample point is taken 
right at the speaker terminals and fed back to a silicon transistor that has 
no bias. Before any AGC action kicks in, the volume has to be at a 
moderately high level and the signal must be strong enough to be well into 
distortion. 


My first line of defense was to make sure that the AGC transistor and the 
AGC capacitor were in good shape. As it turned out, the cap was fine, but 
the transistor had an open junction. After replacing the transistor with a 
garden variety 2N2222, I could tell the AGC was trying to work. 


At high volume levels, though, CR1 at the base of the AGC transistor, 
interferes with the AGC circuit by turning the AGC transistor off. This 
struck me as Truly Strange, so I removed CR1 completely. Big Improvement, 
but still not adequate. (And remember..."adequate" is all I'm after. I am 
looking for the simplest fix that treats the symptom. ) 


Recalling that the AGC transistor has no forward bias, I experimented with 

various values of fixed bias. I was looking for the least amount of bias I 
could add to the transistor that would prevent distortion on the strongest 

Signals I could find on the bands. 


The bias scheme that yielded the results I was after turned out to be a 150K 
resistor between the base of Q3, the AGC transistor, and +12V. On my DVM, 
I see a quiescent Vbe of about .29V and I am unable to find a signal that 
drives the little rig into distortion now. 


The implementation of this is nearly invisible. On the solder side of the 
PC board, a 1/2W 150K fits mostly neatly between a large pad where the Q3 


base and other parts come together and the positive lead of the AGC cap, 
which ties to +12V. 


This two part bandaid (remove CR-1 and add the 150K resistor) definitely 
doesn't solve the basic problem designed into the SB-34. However, in my 
quest for the simplest "fix" that makes the AGC design problem tolerable, I 
think this is going to turn out to be just what I was looking for.

A few weeks ago someone posted a message on here about an outfit offering make 
it at home vacuum tube kits. It sounded too good to be true(or even possible), 
so I called and talked to George Schmermund. He is part of a company called 
Science Resources and he described his kits to me and for a 9X11 SASE, he sent 
me a very interesting packet of info including 4 high quality B&W photos of a 
completed tube. I'll quote his introduction from the pamphlet: 

"The Science Resources Model I Audion Triode Vacuum Tube has very similar 
electrical characteristics to the original audion tube invented by DeForest ca 
1906. The Model I triode can be constructed as a demountable tube by using a 
gasket to seal the bulb and stem assembly. For the experimenter with a suitable 
vacuum system, the gasket seal provides the opportunity to replace filaments and 
adjust the electrode geometry. 

For those experimenters with only limited access to a vacuum system or those 
who want a permanent tube to build circuits with, a permanent epoxy sealing 
method is provided. A permanent sealable triode, if carefully constructed and 
properly baked, can provide hundreds, and possibly thousands of hours of useful 
life."

Well! I see I wasn't alone! I wish I had what I paid in fines for 
keeping the "Boy Electrician" checked outta my school library! That is 
what did it for me! Amateur radio came later. Nearly everyone who I knew that 
was "into" the "Boy Electrician" had at least one Ford Model "T" spark coil! I 
had TWO! They were great for lighting up neon lamps and tubes, 
old light bulbs with the purple corona. Also they were handy for electro- 
cuting beetles, wasps, lizards etc. They were really great if you had a problem 
with dogs turning over your garbage can!

Hey gang: 


I've enjoyed reading the various muses from list members regarding our 
affinity to boatanchors. While technical information and discussions of 
such topics is also valuable and interesting, I have enjoyed learning a bit 
about the individuals on the list. Its very nice for those of us who live 
in areas in which we don't have the opportunity to meet face to face to see 
the people behind the postings. 


My first boatanchor was my dad's BC-348Q. He hauled the beast down from the 
top shelf in a closet one day, rolled out a small spool of cloth insulated 
wire, plugged in a speaker, and showed me the world through a black box. I 
must have been about 7 at the time. I could understand the concept of the 
international broadcasters, and even the ships at sea, but listening to 
these 'hams' - guys sitting in their basements, or attics, or where ever, 
talking around the world with each other was almost magical! Even at that 
age, I understood that ham radio was something I had to do! 


So, why boatanchors? In part, I am sappy enough to allow nostalgia to tug 
at my heart strings. I still have the BC-348Q, which is undergoing repairs. 
I also have a couple of other family treasures as well. I also enjoy 
boatanchors because I can now own and operate stations that I could only 
dream about as a kid growing up in ham radio in the ‘60s and early '70s. I 
am also cheap - compared to modern gear, the equation of dollars per hour of 
enjoyment and satisfaction of time spent in the hobby is very favorable in 
the boatanchor sector. 


Much of the rest of my time in the hobby has been devoted to managing the 
largest repeater group in this part of the country (Rocky Mountain region) 
for the past 10 years. Obviously, I must gain some satisfaction from those 
activities, especially the technical stuff involved with developing and 
maintaining some very complex digital and repeater systems. However, that 
time is not ‘my own time' in the hobby.

equipment I can use to make contacts, and how primitive my equipment can be. 
Gee, it is FUN to get on 40 CW with an ARC 5 and a BC-348. It is fun to 
work the local AM gang using an SW-3! It does take some skill to manipulate 
a regen on today's crowded bands, too. 


But, most importantly, when I get on the air with this stuff, either with 
people I know or people I meet on the bands, we actually carry ona 
conversation! Signal reports are very important to us anchorites, but the 
meaningful content of my contacts on the air does not seem to stop there 
anymore! That's the most pleasant surprise, and perhaps the greatest reward 
of this part of the hobby for me - I actually get to TALK to PEOPLE on ham 
radio!
